W*e«t- la conducting on Prohibition. 
*hlch shows that less man 40 per 
oent o£ the voters are in favor of a. 
continuation of tho present laws, 
about 20 per «ent. Tor repeal aud atout 
W per cent ln favor ot legalizing the 
manuCacture o£ light wines and beer, 
ire giving some people no little oon- 
cei'n. They fear it indicates such a 
steady drift in public sent.tment to- 
ward repeal of all prohtti:ion legis- 
lation that it will presently assumo 
such proportions that tho iawmaiers 
will not have tbo strength or courage 
to resist It. 


This opinion is not shared by biich 


skilled analyists as Roger "W. Bab- 
son. He is convinced that tne results 
of" the Digest's poll do not mean the 
18th Amendment will be repealed, but 
that it indicates the American people 
were not ready tor Ha adoption. And, 
Babson asserts, the people were not 
ready for this sto-p because tbo de- 
sires oC men and women have not b-een 
changed.- That is, t^ioso who havo 
[avored Prohibition havo sought to 
change the acthitles bt men and wo- 
men without changing their hearts. 
"This is why," he says, "organiza- 
tions have an uphill fight to enforce 
prohibition and always will until the 
desires of people change."
